If cooperative associations had 
not voted for their commercial 
house members, the tabulation 
shows that 72.3 percent by vol- 
ume of production would have 
favored the amendments. 

With handlers of only 67.5 per- 
cent of the oranges signing the 
marketing agreement, an order 
with a marketing agreement could 
not be issued since California cit- 
rus marketing agreements _re- 
quire approval by 80 percent of 
the handlers.

6. The motor tour around Palos Verdes Hills is 
rich in marine scenery and offers motorists pictur- 
esque views of large estates, ocean scenery, rolling 
hills and two lighthouse stations. Returning via 
Anaheim Boulevard, one should take time to visit 
the Catalina terminal in Wilmington, starting
